Violent weather, floods kill 40

Another series of tornado(*s swooped on the South and 
Midwest Monday from a storm system that has spawned 
the worst onslaught of tornadoes in the nation’s history. 
Violent weather and floods have killed at least 40 
persons since Friday. 


The latest tw isters struck Athens, (Ja., kdling one 
person and injuring around 05 others; parts of North 
Carolina, inflicting property dam age; and northwest 
South Carolina; Northern Illinois, Indiana and North 
Dakota. 
The National Weather Service in Washington .said 160 
tornadoes hit the nation between noon Friday and noon 


Monday in the worst 72-hour period on record. More than 
6(H) tw isters have occurred since January, also a record. 


Alabam a, with eight deaths, was the hardest hit by the 
M emorial Day holiday tornadoes that also killed five 
per.sons in Keefeton, Okla., three in Jonesboro, Ark., and 
one each in Panam a City, F la ., Laurel, M iss., and 
Athens, (la . 


The latest tornado victim was M rs. Barbara Lively, 52, 
who was killed late Monday when three tornadoes hit 
Athens, site of the University of Oeorgia about 60 m iles 
northeast of Atlanta. Athens Mayor Julius Bishop said the 
dam age appeared to be worse than a March storm that 


caused some $22 million damage. Large parts of the city 
were without power and National Guardsmen rushed 
three generators to help m eet the p(»wer crisis.

Charlotte and Albem arle, but dam age was minor and no 
injuries were reported. Several houses were damaged by 
a tornado near Greenville, S.C. 
Flash flooding killed seven persons in the North 
Carolina

(iuardsm en were rushed to the area to help find stranded 
cam pers and prevent looting. Prelim inary estim ates of 
damage to roads and bridges in the Asheville area alone 
ranged up to a half million dollars. Some com m unities 
were isolated by mud slides that blocked roads. 


A tobacco farm er at Louisburg, N,C., Sherill Lester, 
was struck by lightning and killed Monday afternoon 
when a thunderstorm caught him plowing his field 
Gov. (ieorge C. W allace toured Alabama’s hardest hit 
area Monday and said the tornadoes “ just destroyed the 
town of B ren t.” 


The storm wiped out about 95 per cent of the business 
district and at least 3(K) homes in the town of 2,(KK). Most 
of the residents have left town, at least temporarily. 


Of the eight persons killed by tornadoes across north 
and central Alabama, four lived in Brent. Among the 
more than UK) persons injured statewide, about half are 
from Brent.

Conrad said he thought the heat 
would be satisfactory for the rest of 
the 28-day mission with the possible 
exception of a bicycle exerciser 
designed to see if astronauts are 
weakened by prolonged exposure to 
the lack of gravity. 


“ He allowed how the device does 
not ride in Skylab as it did on E arth 
and he doesn’t think the crew may 
be able to follow the full protocol 
(test plans) on it,” NASA said in 
summarizing the secret talk.

Judge gives witness immunity 


WASHINGTON i U P Ij 
Federal Judge John J Sirica 
issued an immunity order today to compel Senate 
testimony by Roy M 
Sheppard, a deliveryman who 
allegedly was hired to take Watergate-related documents 
from the White House the day after the break in. 
The immunity order was requested by the Senate s 
Watergate committee, which has completed two weeks of 
public hearings. The hearings resume June 5. 
Sheppard’s attorney, Ben W. Gotten, raised no objection 
to Sirica's action. Gotten said Sheppard has been 
hospitalized since Friday for high blood pressure and 
nerves. 
Earlier, Sheppard was granted immunity and ordered to 
testify before a federal grand jury investigating criminal 
actions in Watergate Sheppard had earlier refused to 
answer questions even about his marital status or whether 
he drove a car. 
In other developments: 
The special Watergate prosecutor, Archibald Gox, 
began his tirst full week on the job in charge of the Justice 
Department s handling of the case, and presumably will

When it was drowned out by rain, it 
returned in three different places 
When samples are cut from it, it quivers, 
and then fills the void with more Blob. 
Despite the pokings and proddings of 
scientists, 
the 
Dallas 
Times 
Herald 
reported Monday, the Bob has multiplied 
itself by 16 times in a week 
The Blob is a membrane, containing 
blackish mucus inside and reddish, thick 
bubbles on top. It turns colors when 
punctured and when the bubbles burst it 
appears to be bleeding red and purple 
inside. 


And Blob was the only name available 
for the pulsating multiplying organism 
found last week in the back yard of Mrs. 
Mane Harris’ house in suburban Garland. 
Arnold Dittman, scientist with Growth 
International <GI), a Colorado-based firm, 
cut speciments from the Blob and shipped 
them to Colorado for analysis Results will 
not be ready for 10 days. 
"Yes, it s growing,” Diftman told the 
Times Herald "We put samples in a jar 
and before long we noticed pressure was 
building up inside. 
"Bacteria —if it is bacteria — have 
tremendous growth potential. Bacteria

Thousands watch 
Memorial day parades

Thousands of Americans turned out Monday to observe 
parades commemorating those who have perished in 
service to the United States, thus bringing to a close the 
traditional harbinger of the summer season, the long 
Memorial Day weekend. 
Among the most notable events were the placing of a 
presidential wreath at the Tomb of the Unknown soldier in 
Arlington, Va., and services honoring the first American 
servicewoman to die in Vietnam in Canton, Ohio. 


U.S. Defense Secretary-designate James M. Schlesinger 
laid the wreath on the tomb of the unknown in a heavy rain 
before some 300 spectators. Schlesinger told the crowd. 
"As long as this great nation survives, this dedication to 
ideals, this upholding of patriotic sentiment must not be 
scorned, but rather be honored." 


In the tiny Stark County, Ohio, community of Canton 
there was a dedication of a lifesize bronze statue of Sharon 
Lane, the 25-year-old Army Nurse Corps first lieutenant 
who was the first American servicewoman to die in Viet­ 
nam. The names of 110 Stark County servicemen who died 
in the Vietnam War were inscribed on the statue’s granite 


base.

Taxable property 


The disclosure that President Charles J. Hitch and other 
high ranking brass of the University of California and the 
state colleges are living in luxurious homes at little or no 
cost to them, has prompted questions as to the justification 
It has also raised the question of whether these highly 
paid officials are paying income taxes on the value of the 
“ fringe henefits" they are receiving Apparently they are 
not. 
In addition to apparently escaping income tax on the 
rental value of the homes, and the services of the 
“ servants“ and utilities, it now seems they have been 
getting away without paying property taxes on the homes. 
That homes furnished by the state to employees, whether 
they pay rent or not, are subject to local property taxes is 
solidly evident in State Board of Control Rule 862 It reads: 
“ Employees occupying state-owned housing will not be 
reimbursed, either directly or indirectly, for possessory 
interest taxes levied by local government jurisdictions.” 


In the light of that rule it is clear that the state condedes 
the right of local jurisdictions to levy such taxes, not only 
on the University and college officials but on all other state 
employees living in state-owned homes such as wardens 
and superintendents of institutions. 
The imposition of such taxes is a duty of the county 
assessors. Contra Costa Assessor E.F. Wanaka is one of the 
few who has done so. He has levied on the Hitch residence. 
However a budget item of the University shows an 
expenditure for taxes on the home, which makes it seem 
Hitch is not paying it. If he isn’t that amount should be 
taxable as income to Hitch 
Butte County Assessor Dave A. Vasco last year 
determined that Chico State College President Stanford 
Cazier was subject to possessory interest taxes on the home 
furnished him He based this on Rev. and Tax Code sections 
107 et al and the Cal. Adm. Code property tax rules 21-28 
To his surprise Thomas J. Casamassima, an attorney for 
the State College Trustess, appeared in Cazier’s behalf to 
oppose the tax. The levy was upheld by the Appeals Board 
despite the opposition. 
The question is why Cazier should be represented at state 
expense9 The tax was against Cazier as a citizen, not 
against the state. 
If it was not an illegal expenditure it certainly seems an 
improper one. And. should not Cazier be subject to income 
taxes for the value of the legal services given to him? 
The current budget before the Legislature requests $8.000 
for maintenance of Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke’s recently 
acquired state-owned $350.000 Bel Air home. It also 
requests $49,700 for housing allowances for the 15 college 
presidents who have not been furnished homes. Ways and 
Means chairman Willie Brown has stated emphatically the 
money will not be approved by his committee. Finance 
Committee 
member 
Senator 
Howard 
Way is also 
questioning these expenditures. 
They obviously agree with Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post that the furnishing of homes to college officials “ is 
less than necessary.” Perhaps if those officials were taxed, 
as other citizens are, on the value of these benefits by the 
county assessors and income tax authorities they too would 
agree with Post. 
And one would think that Board of Equalization officials 
would have the duty to inform the county assessors of the 
state-owned homes subject to possessory interest taxes. 
As for the income tax authorities, it seems inconsistent to 
say that such benefits are taxable by local authorities as 
something of value being given the employees and yet not 
be taxable as income

Fresh and saltwater fish are available fresh, irozen, dried, smoked or canned. 
Eating fish two or three times a week is encouraged by doctors whose patients 
need to follow a low-saturated fat diet. In selecting canned fish such as tuna 
or sardines, choose those packed in vegetable oils or water pack, or drain and 
rinse other oils before using in a variety of dishes. Fish is a top source of pro­ 
tein In most areas prices for fish are high but often there are stocked fish 
ponds that may offer the fun of catching your own fish for less than you pay 
in the supermarket. A Fish Pie using the least expensive fish available in your 
supermarket helps stretch the food budget and has low cholesterol ingredients.

10 small cooked onions, sliced 
1 tablespoon thinly sliced

Poach fish until done; strain and reserve 1 cup stock. Alternate layers of fish, 
onions and pimiento in a 2W-quart casserole. Saute green pepper in margarine 
for 5 minutes. Blend in flour; slowly stir in milk and fish stock. Cook, stirring, 
until sauce begins to bubble. Add lemon juice, salt, Worcestershire sauce, and 
pepper. Pour over fish. Top with potatoes. Bake at 425 degrees 25 to 30 minutes, 
or until hot and browned. Makes 6 servings.

LOS ANGELES (U P I) - No, it wasn’t a replay of the 
Normandy Invasion, just motorists by the thousands trying 
to get home Monday after spending a sizzling Memorial 
Day weekend in the mountains, deserts and at the seashore. 
Camper trucks, cars with boats and house trailers and 
other vehicles were reported backed up bumper to bumper 
on most Los Angeles bound freeways late Monday, causing 
engines to overheat and tempers to flare. 
But the California Highway Patrol reported no major 
problems and the threatened shortage of gasoline did not 
appear as severe as had been feared. 
Although gas was reportedly selling at up to $1 a gallon at 
Bishop and Lone Pine, few stations closed. Fewer than a 
dozen motorists ran out of gas on a newly opened 80-mile 
stretch of Interstate 40 east of Ludlow in the Mojave 
Desert. 
The hot weekend weather, which soared into the 100s in 
inland areas, drove more than a million persons to the 
beaches to seek relief. 
Los Angeles County and city lifeguards reported the 
heaviest crowds of the year, estimating attendance at 
1.250,000 with similar heavy turnouts at Orange County 
beaches.

For the second time in as many 
days, rain aborted the start of the 
500 mile auto race today 
A field of 32 cars ran the parade 
lap after a delay of more than an 
hour due to a wet spot on the south 
straightaway, but before the pace 
lap was completed the drivers were 
redflagged to a stop.

multiple burns. Two others, Diana 
Dasey, 14, also of Wingate, and 
David Keller, 38, of Perrysville, 
lnd , had “ definite eye burns which

physicians said 


The crash occurred near the foot 
of the home stretch about 3(H) 
yards 
past 
the 
starting 
line 
seconds after the starting flag was 
waved Monday, causing the race to 
be stopped virtually before it began. 
The drivers already had gunned 
their engines up to 130 miles per 
hour when the crash occurred, and 


several of the drivers were critical 
of the start. 
Walther suffered multiple burns, a 
fractured left wrist, and a possible 
back injury. 
Four separate showers finally 
washed out the race, the last coming 
after

postponements delayed the start 4 
hours 4 minutes.

FRESHWATER FISHING 
Lake Cachuma trout fishing hot for the trolling angler, 
with fish in the one pound class. Bank fishing good. Little 
action on catfishing, some bass being caught on surface 
lures. 
Lopez Lake finds trout fishing almost non existant, in 
spite of a couple of plantings. Bass fishing lair to good in 
the Wittenburg Arm of the lake, for anglers with bass know­ 
how. But the average size for the average angler is less 
than half a pound Still many very small ones are being 
taken, it is a shame that there is not a size limit on bass. 
Also, the possession limit is not heavily enforced, and we 
still see strings of small bass being taken home. 
The carp and goldfish situation is increasing, and 
apparently nothing can be done about it by the Dept of Fish 
and Game. At this time, they can never be eradicated, but 
can be controlled if the powers that be could be talked into 
some action We have suggested this long ago, but seems as 
tho no one cares, and we will soon have a nice carp and 
goldfish water. No chance to control it chemically, account 
of it being a domestic water supply. 
Lake Nacimiento is hot on white bass fishing, still around 
the dam and at Bee Rock Black bass fishing picking up 
with fish in the 3 and 4 pound class being common. Channel 
cat fish have been hitting hard on anchovies in fairly deep 
water, and lots of bluegill and crappie in most any brushy 
spot on the lake. 
Last week Oceano Lagoon and Lopez Creek were due to 
be stocked, and Lopez Lake got a county planting of 
rainbow trout. They still have another 6,000 trout to go, 
under the agreement between the water control board and 
the DFG. 
The Pacific Gas and Electric Co. stream scouts report 
water in most areas of Northern and Central California is 
high, but mostly clear. Snow is still blocking access to some 
areas above the 6,000 feet elevation. Picking some areas at 
random. Humboldt County water is clear and cold with 
prospects good for the late opener. Klamath, Trinity, Eel, 
and Van Duzen Rivers all high, and normal for season. 
Coastal salmon picture is bright with silvers and kings if 
the winds will quit. Merced River shows all areas clear and 
cold. Huntington Lake full fishing slow Millerton Lake, and 
the river below Highway 41 medium high, fishing fair to 
good Kern River reports, all areas say fishing is fair from 
clear cold water. Kings River finds fishing in most areas 
fair to good in clear cold water. So it looks as tho fishing 
could be fair, if one is well wrapped up against the cold 
blasts. 
The DFG says that best bet for fishing is the Mad River 
Drainage below Ruth Dam. where resident rainbow trout 
are in prospect for the determined angler. 
Most waters will contain the last of the seaward migrant 
steelhead trout, which will be small It is to protect them 
that the Trinity and Klamath river drainages are now 
included in the northwest season rather than in the earlier 
general season opening. 
Last week Matilija Creek and Santa Ynez River were due 
for a planting of trout as were Upper Piru, Reyes, Santa 
Paula, Sespe Creeks, Piru Lake and the Ventura River 
North Fork, all in Ventura County. 
Certificates of competence in hunter safety from 
Canadian provinces would become acceptable in California 
under a proposal that will come before the State Fish and 
Game Commission at their next meeting.

Disincorporate out city? Dissolve our 
special districts? Repeal our ordinances? 
What soil of legal revolution would this 
be? 
It is city-county consolidation, a plan 
that many city and county officials support 
and it appears that it will be put to the 
people for their vote next year. Enabling 
legislation i SB 1081» has been introduced 
and Assembly co-author, Edwin L. Z berg 
says the bill will establish a citizens 
com m ittee 
as 
a 
charter 
drafting 
commission, will provide for a vote of the 
people after public hearings and will set up 
procedures for reorganization. 
The idea of consolidation has a lot of 
appeal to those who view the multi-layers 
of government: 58 counties, 4(f7 cities, 
1,135 school districts and 4,336 special 
districts.

But 
are 
the 
people 
ready 
for 
consolidation of their cities and county 
into one decision-making body? Are they 
ready to erase city boundaries in the name 
of efficiency? Are they ready to hand over 
the keys to city hall to officials responsible 
to many more voters? 
\ 
The problems of consolidation seem 
endless. But they do not discourage a 
citizens com mittee in Sacramento which 
is 
now 
in 
the 
process 
of 
drafting 
alternative solutions to be presented at 
public hearings over the next 12 months. 
The group anticipates it will take that long 
to com e up with a charter that has even a 
remote chance of acceptance. They hope 
to put the proposal on the November, 1974 
ballot. 


It will certainly be an interesting issue 
and one that must be followed closely. 


Secret secrets 


The 
President 
has com e out, 
belatedly, with a distinction, on 
which an empire may hang. It is 
this, 
that 
he 
did 
not 
seek 
to 
discourage 
an 
investigation 
of 
Watergate, rather did he seek to 
discourage an investigation of only 
that part of Watergate which might 
have touched on matters pertaining 
to the national security which no one 
should pry into. No one, we are 
expected to believe, includes 
the 
Justice Department, the FBI, and 
the CIA. In other words, says Mr. 
Nixon, there are state secrets that 
investigators might have stumbled 
across in sifting through the rubble 
of Watergate which no investigators 
should be permitted to know about. 
The 
explanation 
will be greeted very 
w id e ly 
w ith 
disbelief. It is of 
course 
true 
that 
one s memory tends 
to 
flatter 
one’s 
motives. And it is 
tr u e 
th a t 
M r. 
Nixon’s 
grudging 
concessions apropos 
Watergate suggest 
a trajectory from confidence in 
presid en tial 
inn ocence, 
past 
skepticism, towards disbelief. 
But this is the moment for worldly 
men to reflect on certain facts of 
life. Richard Nixon is the president 
of 
a 
republic 
— 
remember; 
a 
republic, not a totalitarian state — 
which is principally, perhaps even 
u n iq u e ly , 
r e s p o n s ib le 
fo r 
maintaining the peace of the world 
All the mechanics of doing that kind 
of thing are very often best not 
dwelled upon 
The most popular 
best seller of last year was a book 
called The Day of the Jackal, a 
novel 
about 
th e 
a ttem p ted 
assassination of President Charles 
de Gaulle, based on a very close 
examination of what actually did 
happen in France during the stormy 
years after de Gaulle’s retreat from 
Algeria The assassin is foiled at the 
very last moment, but only because 
the initial inkling that a master 
a ssassin 
had 
taken 
on 
the 
assignment to kill de Gaulle had 
been extracted from a kidnapped 
OAS 
bodyguard 
who 
was 
quite 
calmly tortured to death by the 
French Secret Police 
All 
of 
this 
is accepted 
quite 
routinely by the reader, and it did 
not occur to the French public, upon 
publication of the book, to go to 
Colom bey les-deux E g lises 
to 
desecrate the grave of Charles de 
Gaulle, 
in 
protest 
against 
the 
practices of his subordinates 
This is a lurid, highly personalized 
exam ple of the kind of thing great 
states, under grave pressures, can 
do, do do, and will continue to do 
There is a perilous justification for 
torturing a man, but usually one 
finds that a state in extrem is will do 


the justifying and the condemning in 
the abstract salons in which the 
philosophers crowd. The torturers 
don’t talk about it off-duty. And the 
statesm en more or less pretend that 
they do not know. 


In judging the mechanics of the 
Watergate operation itself it pays to 
remem ber that they thought of 
them selves as doing, within the 


borders of the United States, that 
which Jam es McCord and Howard 
Hunt did more or less routinely 
outside the borders of the United 


States. There is the tortured nexus. 
Watergate in fact had nothing to do 
with the imperatives of the national 
security. But in ferreting out the 
secrets of Watergate, the sleeping 
secrets of the republic might, Nixon 
tells us, have been disturbed. And 
the malefactors of the Watergate 
enterprise 
were, 
unquestionably, 
seduced by men surrounding Mr. 
Nixon who spoke in accents to which 


CIA operatives tend to respond, and 
who 
brazenly 
d istorted 
the 
distinction Mr. Nixon now asks us to 
hold sacred 


Richard Nixon can be assumed to 
know not only many things that we 
do 
not 
know 
about 
routine 
operations of the government, but 
many things that we should not want 


to know, or certainly not to dwell 
upon; things that other countries’ 
leaders know very well about but do 
not wish to crowd upon the public 
consciousness. The situation in 1969 
in Cambodia that caused Nixon to 
tap the White House telephones is a 
case in point. We were bombing 
Cambodian targets with the tacit 
acquiescence 
of 
Sihanouk. 
But 
publicity given to those bombings 
would cause Sihanouk to denounce 
them, the Air Force to desist, G I’s 
to die. That publicity was given to 
the bombings after a White House 
leak. 


It is very tempting to want to look 
at 
the 
details 
of 
the 
national 
security data that Richard Nixon 
wants to continue to conceal, which 
impinge now in an eccentric way on 


Watergate; but really, the curiosity 
is like that of Lot’s wife, to look 
back upon Sodom. It is a pity Mr. 


Nixon has not acted more credibly 
in the past. 
But it is unfair, 
unworldly, and altogether reckless 


automatically to assum e that at this 
moment he is telling other than the 
truth 
and 
that 
we 
can 
satisfy 


ourselves 
that 
certain 
secrets 
should be secret only by making 
them non-secret.
